page 20 of the specification). See MPEP 2431 . The specification should also be 
amended on page 20. line 5, to indicate that the 10 amino acid sequence depicted in 
Figure 1 1 represents residue #s 1-1 0 of SEQ ID NO: 58. Applicant must comply with 
the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) before the application 
can be examined under 35 U.S.C. §§ 131 and 132. 

If a complete response has not been submitted by the time the shortened 
statutory period for response set in the communication mailed 7/18/00 has expired, this 
application will become abandoned unless applicant corrects the deficiency and 
obtains an extension of time under 37 C.F.R. 1.136. In no case may an applicant 
extend the period for response beyond the six month statutory period.
